A 
heavy charge of rackarock was then fired 
before more than fifty spectators, and in 
about forty seconds after the explosion a 
drenching shower was falling. 


Tlie Rainbow Appears. 


The observers were treated to the rare 


sight of a beautiful lunar rainbow. This 
operation was repeated four times dur- 
ing the evening, when a light cloud came 
directly overhead, and in every case the 
raiu fell in from twelve to forty seconds. 
Tho firing was redoubled Tuesday and 
the clouds gathered and formed steadily 
all day, until at 0 o'clock p. m. tbe rain 
again began to fall.

LONDON, Aug. 20.— The French 
fleet, 


under Admiral Gorvais, arrived yesterday 
off the east end of the Isle of Wight. 
There they were met by the channel 
squadron, with the vessels attached, un- 
der command of Admiral Michael Sey- 
mour. 
The British vessels were gayly 


decorated with flags, and salutes were ex- 
changed. The English fleet escorted the 
French vessels through Spithead road- 
stead to Cowes, opposite Osborne palace, 
the marine residence of the queen. At 
3:30 p. m. M. Waddington, the French 
minister, started on board tho Elan, ac- 
companied by the yachts Seagull and Sea- 
horse, to meet the fleet, and join in the 
formal reception. As the French vessels 
passed SiJitheud they saluted the flag of 
the British admiral. The talute was re- 
turned by the Duke of Wellington and 
the garrison of the battery. 


Exchange of National Tunes. 


When the French fleet hove to in Os- 


borno bay the crews of the English and 
French vessels manned the yards, the 
band of the Camperdown playing tho 
Marseillaise, while the Marengo band 
played the English national hymn.

fense." 


Livingston said: "You are not a dele- 


gate to this convention yourself, sir, and 
iiave no right to speak. Sit down." 


Governor Northen retorted: "I will be 


heard upon this matter. It is a question 
of the highest personal privilege." 


Threatened to Put Him Out. 


"It has been ruled upon and the ruling 


sustained; the gentleman was out of or- 
der, and yon are more so," said Living- 
ston. 
' . 


. Governor Northen said: "I lun. nnt^-X 
know the parliamentary rules as well "as 
you do." 


Livingston shouted: "I know you do, 


and you know you are out of order, too." 


Every retort of the president was cheer- 


ed by tbe almost crazy convention. Gov- 
ernor Northen persevered iu trying to 
make a speech, but Livingston said: "Now, 
sir, I understand you and your crowd, 
and I do not propose to let you come in 
here and begin making trouble at this 
stage of affairs." 


The governor resented the imputation 


of the chair. He was mad and he spoke 
like a man who was ready for any sort of 
a row, but the chairmau threatened to 
have him put out. 


The Governor Sat Down. 


"Put him out," shouted fifty voices on 


the instant. 
"Out of order," "It is a 


shame," "That's a pretty sort of a gov- 
ernor, ain't it." 


The governor stood his ground, while 


the angry Alliance men surged about 
him, as Livingston cried again, "Sit 
down, sir." The very sound of that steil 
torian voice meant danger, and the gov- 
ernor sat down. In the afternoon Gibson 
aqain brought the question up, when the 
Alliance sat on him and the governor ef- 
fectually by passing a unanimous vote 
of confidence in Livingston. Senator -Gor- 
don stood at Northen's back, but did not 
have a word to say.
